OBSTINATE HOOSIEE MEMBER. 


tSr. Johnion Enter* a Vigorous Protest 


Against th« Consumption of Time With 
Irrelevant Debate and Refuses to Take 
Bis Seat Until Speaker Reed Is Called 
to' Restore Order. 
Washington, March 30.—This was by 


tar.the most exciting day the house 
has witnessed since the tariff debate 
began. The proceedings throughout 
were of a 
lively order and several 


times bordered on the sensational. 


The Democrats blocked proceedings 


in the first instance by demanding the 
presence of a quorum before allowing 
any legislative work. Mr. Richardson 
offered dilatory motions, but finally 
withdrew them, saying, "Let the other 
side work out its own puzzle," 


"There is no puzzle," remarked the 


speaker, "except the 
indolence of 


members." 


"We have as many present on this 


side as the majority has," observed 
Mr. Richardson. 


Mr. Shafroth (silver Rep., Colo.) in- 


veighed against obstruction, declaring 
that the failure of the tariff bill in the 
house oir senate would be the 
most 


disastrous blow that could be struck 
at silver. The tariff 
bill should be 


passed and the issue clearly drawn be- 
tween gold and silver. 


A Sensational Scene. 


A somewhat sensational scene oc- 


curred at this juncture.which necessi- 
tated the summoning of Speaker Reed 
from his room. Mr. Johnson 
{Rep., 


Ind.) entered an exceedingly vigorous 
protest against the irrelevant discus- 
sions with which the time of the house 
•was being taken up, 
and after Mr. 


Sherman of New York, who was in the 
chair, had ruled him out of order, he 
continued to protest. 


Twenty times the irate Indianian 


•was admonished to take his seat, but 
the latter continued his defiance. The 
greatest confusion 
prevailed. 
The 


speaker was hurriedly summoned. Mr. 
Johnson continued to stand defiantly 
in his place. Suddenly the doors burst 
open and the large form of the speaker 
came into view. His face was flushed. 
As he appeared on the scene Mr. John- 
son quickly dropped down into his 
seat. 


The speaker looked toward Mr. 


Johnson, who arose and in calm tones 
said he desired to get on with the bill, 
so that he would have- an opportunity 
to offer some amendments toward the 
•close. 


The speaker replied in a concilia- 


tory spirit. 


The house then went back into com- 


mittee and proceeded with the debate. 
Mr. Bland of Missouri wanted 15 min- 
utes to discuss the silver question, but 
was given five, and during the wran- 
gle Mr. Barlow (Dem., Cal.) moved 
that all debate be ended and that "we 
close this blamed farce." 


Vlnud Talks Silvor. 


A committee 
amendment adding 


looking plates to the varieties of glass 
dutiable at 10 per cent ad valorem was 
adopted, and then Mr. Bland contin- 
ued his remarKS and wedged in sev- 
eral five-minute free silver speeches 
on various amendments, thereby mak- 
ing a sort of continued speech. 


Mr. Simpson at this Juncture offered 


Borne amendments which were ruled 
out of order. He also had read a long 
Statement which he said defined the 
position of ti^e Populista toward the 
tarlfl. It rtatea in effect that the tar- 
iff had been the football of politics for 
a. century, and that the Populists had 
ao faith in the ability of either the 
Republican or Democratic tariff law to 
remedy tne evils of the existing gold 
standard. 


Mr. MoCall (Rep., Mass.) 
was the 


first Republican to slap the bill in th« 
face. He boldly expressed the opinion 
that th« duties in the bill were too 
high. He especially mentioned wool. 
The Democrats forthwith became very 
much interested, 


"Are the duties on woolens manu- 


factured in New England too high?" 
asked Mr. Hopkins (Rep., Ills). 


Mr. McCall at first evade* a direct 


reply to this inquiry. "But I do not 
fc«sltate to say," he continued, "that I 
think the duties in this bill are higher 
•Jhan necessary for the just purpose of 
protection." 


^IcCnll Attackn Wool. 


"But about woolens," interposed Mr. 
• 


Hopkins, "I insist upon an answer to 
my question." 


"The duties in this bill are too high," 


reiterated Mr. McCall. Then turning 
defiantly to Mr, Hopkins, he contin- 
ued: "To reply categorically to your 
question, 1 do not hesitate to say I 
bhink these (hitins could be reduced 
without detriment either to the wool- 
grower or the wool manufacturer." 


Mr. Walker of Massachusetts also at- 


tacked the position of his colleagues 
and the "extraordinary discussion,'' as 
Mr. Dingley termed it, drew from the 
majority leader a vigorous statement 
about the cotton and woolen 
sched- 


ules. He said that it was the unani- 
mous testimony of the cotton manu- 
facturers that they could not maintain 
their own in the manufacture of the 
finer yoods without the duties in this 
bill. The Wilson law, they testified. 
furnisher! adequate protection to the 
coarser goods, which were being man- 
ufactured in the south. But the New 
England manufacturers, including Mr. 
Levering, testified to the necessity for 
these increases. 


"I take it," said he, "that the gentle- 


man has cot asked for more than was 
necessary. He does not mean to say 
that this duty will 'smother' the cot- 
ton manufacturer." 


A» to the woolen schedule, he said 


t was substantially the schedule of j 
:he McKinley law, and gave the manu- 
facturer no mor<? than the cotton man- 
uiaeturer obtained. It simply com- 
jensated the manufacturer for the 
duty on wool; The manufacturer had; 
as much protection under the act of 
LS94, but the duties were reduced at 
the expense of the farmer. The duty 
on wool had been restored iu response 
to the demand of the farmers that 
.hey receive the same consideration as 
the manufacturers. 


'This bill," he concluded, "Is de- 


signed to lestore our industries and 
:he opportunities for labor. If the de- 
mand for products is increased prices 
will be increased, and we will 
once 


more rise to the condition which made 
us the envy of the world." 


Many Applicants. 


Washington, March 30.—Postmaster 


General Gary received a report show- 
ing that the business of the depart- 
ment relating to appointments is ev«n 
arger than was estimated 
Saturday. 


The figures show 23,600 letters received 
n the first -week of the administration, 
25,700 in the second week, and 45,623 
for the week just ended. This makes 
a .total of almost 95,000, and exceeding 
the total for the same period of the 
last administration. This is attributed 
to general depression, causing an in- 
creased number of seekers for employ- 
ment. 


Trial of Editor Conn. 


Washington, March 30.—The trial of 


Charles Q. Conn of Elk-hart, Ind., ex- 
congresaman and late proprietor of the 
Washington Times, for criminal 
libel
